When Town Moderator James 
Stewart drew "Article 4," - which 
would allow eating establishments 
zoned as general businesses to install 
up to 20 seats for customer usage - 
the townspeople gathered for 
Monday evening's Special Town 
Meeting at Wilmington High 
School's Barrows Auditorium 
buzzed with anticipation of a debate 
that would never occur. 

In anticipation, Stewart had come 
armed with a decree from Assistant 
Attorney General Anthony Penske 
that defused the article and 
precluded discussion on its actual 
content and function. 

After waiting several minutes for 
=) a motion and second from the floor 
on the article, Stewart promptly 
called the motion and a subsequent 
attempt from a citizen to amend the 
motion "out of order." 

Following a lengthy procedure 
which yielded no talk on the merits 
of the article itself, and culminated 
in an overwhelming negative vote 
on an appeal of the moderator's "out 
of order" ruling, a great portion of 
the assembled crowd rose and 
started filing out of the auditorium, 

In the midst of this protest exodus, 
resident Larry Kaufmann, who 
argued vehemently for debate on 
Article 4, called for a quorum. 

As he did so, Stewart, knowing a 
quorum was in scrious jeopardy, 
tried to employ the use of force, 
shouting to Police Officer Michael 
Begonis, "Can you stop the people at 
the door, of! 

Prior to this, Stewart, who took 
the rarely-used opportunity for a 
moderator to have the last word in a 
debate, stated "I take the laws very 
seriously...1 ask you all to uphold 
the integrity of this meeting and 
vote against this appeal." 

The laws Stewart referred to 
apparently included an antiquated 
statute which allows officials to 
forcibly detain townspeople for the 
purposes of maintaining or 
achieving a quorum at town 
meetings. 

"It hasn't been done for years. 
Today, I don't know if you can do 
that,” said Deputy Chief of Police 
Bernard Nally in reference to what 
he called an "old law." 

When his plea to Officer Begonis 
failed, Stewart conceded to those 
remaining that he was powerless to 
prevent a call for a quorum ,but that 
other citizens could plead with 
Kaufmann to withdraw his request. 

At that point, another resident, 
John Forrest, took Kaufmann aside 
and minutes later the latter 
withdrew his request for a quorum. 

“We're just going to alienate a lot 
,of people” by asking for a quorum, 
Kaufmann said in regards to what 
Forrest had said to him. 

The. original motion for the 
Article was deemed out of order by 
Stewart because it mirrored an 
article voted down at this year's 
Annual Town Mecting, held in 
April. 

Ch. 48, Sec. 5 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws provides that two 
years must pass before an identical 
article may be voted on. Therefore, 
the Attorney General's office would 
have nullified it, even if passed. 

Still, proponents of the article 
wanted at least a chance to vote on 
the article. 

"Even if you take it to the 
Attorney General [and it is 
nullified] we've made our point," 
said Yvonne Fiorenza, wife of 
Uptown Deli proprietor Barry 
Fiorenza. 

Others did not see the merits of 
debating a doomed measure. 

"Since it won't be enacted into the 
by-laws, we're probably wasting 
time here by discussing it,” said 
resident Mark West. 

Kaufmann was more dramatic, 
pacing the auditorium floor and 
ranting into the microphone that "if 
the appeal is not passed, people 
should call the town manager's 
office and demand the removal of

Remaining items don't 
take a back seat

The remaining three items on 
Monday's Special Town Meeting 
agenda were quickly voted in favor 
of after Town Moderator James 
Stewart finally dispatched with 
Article 4, the proposal that would 
have granted permission for owners 
of restaurants zoned as general 
businesses to install up to 20 seats 
for their customers to eat-in. The 
current zoning by-law states that 
such food served at such 
establishments must be served 
“off-premises." 

The only other contested proposal 
came under Article 1, which 
approved the contribution of $1,500 
to what amounts to a class-action 
suit by the Town of Weymouth 
against the MWRA for 
over-assessments. 

Spearheaded by Selectman Diane 
Allan, the $1,500, to be raised from 
available sewer revenues and not 
additional taxation, was passed by 
the townspeople with scattered 
opposition. 

Speaking against the allocation, 
Selectman Robert Cain cited many 
different attorneys "believe this is 
not winnable through the court 
system" and that the town "is raising 
money" when it "really needs to be 
working with the legislature." 

But Allan retorted that the $1,500, 
which amounts to $2.50 for each of 
the 600 residents and businesses in 
the town serviced by the MWRA, 
would be used for a fact-finding 
phase that would and has gotten "the 
legislators attention" and prompted 
the MWRA to form an "advisory 
board to review their rate 
schedule." 

Selectmen Chairman Chester 
Bruce saw both sides.

"I think we're throwing $1,500 
away; but we're sending a message 
{to the MWRA]." 

Resident Mark Haldane jokingly 
opined that "$1,500 could be spent 
to defray the cost of this meeting.” 

Prior to the vote on Article 1, the 
town quickly and overwhelmingly 
voted to accept an article that will 
"release to the Reading Municipal 
Light Department certain utility 
easements for electric transmission 
located in various subdivisions in 
the Town of Wilmington..." 

Artic! at the request of Town 
Manager Michael Caira, was 
divided into three separate motion, 
ay approved by the finance 
committee and passed unanimously 
by the town 

The first was a “housekeeping 
article," according to Caira which, 
among other things, allows the town 
to maintain a competitive bid 
process. 

The next two were to allocate 
funds “already budgeted" to both 
the Wilmington Schoo! Department 
and the Shawsheen Valley Regional 
Vocational District 

The town omitted $404,000, to be 
provided by the state, from the 
school department's budget as a 
Precaution against doubling that 
amount in the town budget if the 
funds came in the form of a direct 


grant, which they did last year. 

This article allowed the money to 
come through the town's "cherry 
sheets,” the normal mechanism for 
receiving state aid, according to 
Caira 

The town then voted to make-up 
$63,287, the amount by which the 
town underfunded the Shawsheen 
Valley District. Approximately 
half the amount, or $31,000, came 
from the cherry sheets while the 
remainder was taken from the 
general funds, No budget changes 
were made. 


Police 
investigate 
sudden

Wilmington Police are saying that 
a possible heroin overdose resulted 
in the sudden death last Thursday of 
Jerry Patterson, Jr. in his Andover 
Street apartment 

According to Deputy Chief of 
Police Bernard Nally, a syringe 
loaded with what was believed to be 
heroin was found in Patterson's 
hand. Tests as to the syringe's 
contents have not yet been returned. 

"We rushed the analysis to see if 
he had bad stuff, but right now we 
don't know,” Nally said. 

The State District Attorney's 
office as well as Medical Examiner 
Dr. McNaluty were notified of the 
case. Wilmington Police Officers 
Jon Shepard and Lawrence Redding 
responded initially to the call,

Chim ris f i ~) ° 
nock him right out of the running. « townspeople have set and act in their 


Point of view 


When does press coverage go too far?

The shutdown of two small businesses last week demonstrated the 
power of the press, in a chilling fashion. 

Denise Ryan's antique shop, and Sharon Merrill's crafts shop, 
both on Whipple Road, were recently ordered closed by Building 
Inspector Tom Monahan. Both businesses were operating within a 
residential district, which is forbidden. 

Anonymous complaints were made to the Back Talk feature in 
the Lowell Sun and to the Tewksbury Advertiser's Speak Out. The 
sleazy nature of a such call-in "assassination lines” will get a longer 
treatment on this page in the near future, but suffice to say that it 
was cowardly of somebody to attack their neighbors, without the 
decency of even leaving a name. That's why the Town Crier won't 
carry a call-in feature. They are sleazy and vicious. 

Lowell Sun reporter Erin McAndrew was given the assignment 
of checking out the Back Talk complaint, so she approached Tom 
Monahan, the Tewksbury building inspector. 

Monahan said McAndrew pressed the issue of enforcement, in at 
least six conversations, which might have been avoided. Monahan 
said he never saw the anonymous call-in complaints, so there was 
no complaint as far as his office was concerned. The neighbors had 
not complained about either business, and only the caller to the 
newspapers (it seems that one caller phoned both papers) seemed to 
care at all. 

Granted, the businesses were operating in the wrong zone. They 
could have been shut down, and eventually they were. But where is 
the harm if nobody complains? Denise Ryan said she was told by 
Monahan over a year ago to keep her customers from parking on 
Whipple Road, so he knew about the business. But no complaints. 


"T'm not harming anyone, I'm not creating a hazard, and I'm not 
polluting,” Mrs. Ryan said. "The Lowell Sun started all of this." 

Should Tom Monahan be chastised for failing to enforce the town 
zoning by-laws earlier? That wouldn't be realistic. Monahan said 
this week that his office is reactive, not pro-active. He doesn't have 
the staffing or time to go cruising around town looking for trouble 
to raise. If somebody complains, he reacts. If nobody complains, 
where is the problem? 

But Monahan was immediately stuck between hammer and anvil 
by McAndrew's pressing of the enforcement issue. He could face 
negative press for failing to enforce the zoning by-laws, or he 
could play the role of big bad wolf and shut down the businesses, 
making himself the villain. He reluctantly chose the latter, to keep 
the town from facing more negative press. 

If McAndrew had let the story go, nothing would have happened. 
Journalists, believe it or not, are under no obligation to follow up 
on every story lead. It sounds callous, but newspaper readers read 
whatever the editors give them to read. We honestly try to keep the 
public informed, but do you really need to know everything? That 
is a tough question. Sometimes, isn't it better to wink? 

Erin McAndrew could have winked at this story, and explained it 
all to her editor. Two small businesses, hobbies really, operating 
out of their owners’ garages, getting no complaints except from a 
coward on the phone, in technical violation of the zoning by-laws. 
The story, in the grand scheme of things, wasn't that important. 

McAndrew, and her editor, can fairly claim they were just doing 
their jobs, in pursuit of the truth, True enough, But at what cost? 

Does the editorial staff of the Lowell Sun feel that Tewksbury is 
now a better place, and that justice was done?

Help available to create an affordable 
rental unit in your home 


Wilmington homeowners now 
have the opportunity to help 
themselves with burdensome 
housing costs, to assist another 
person or two struggling with their 
housing costs, and to receive a 
generous financial boost for taking 
this step. It's called the Accessory 
Rental Apartment program, and it's 
another part of Wilmington's Small 
Cities grant 

The basic structure of the 
program is as follows: The 
homeowner applics to the program 
and is eligible to receive a deferred 
payment loan for 50 percent of the 
total construction cost. This loan 
does not have to be paid back until 
the end of a period in which rent 
increases are limited to state or 
federal guidelines, These deferred 
payment loans may, in some 
instances, be entirely forgiven at the 
end of this period. There is no 
requirement to meet federal income 
guidelines, although the tenant must 
do so and be able to provide 
ary income documentation. 

In terms of the actual construction 


prepared, architectural design 
assistance provided, and the job is 
bid out to qualified general 
contractors, The Town also 
monitors construction progress and 
handles contractor payments, The 
owner must sign contracts with the 
contractor as well as with the 
municipality. 


The owner must sign a document 
agreeing to the rental restrictions.

Those little old ladies, not to 
mention kids who often stop in 
for gum and other things on 
their way home from school, 
will now be forced to shop else- 
where. But the shoes will be 
tough to fill. 

Woolworth was unlike any 
other shop. Only the five and 
dimes could compare back in 
the old days. 

"It's like an American institu- 
tion,” said Connie, an employee 
of Teresa's Fashion next door to 
Woolworth. "Woolworth had 
everything you needed." 

Shop owner Teresa agreed. "I 
don't think there's many stores 
around that carry that type of 
merchandise," she said. "It 
brought a lot of people down- 
town." 

The departure of Woolworth 
is being compared to Filene's 
moving out of the Center about

15 years ago. It was also a popu- 
lar stop for residents and people 
from out of town shopped there 
regularly as well. 

Filene's was much bigger 
than Woolworth, but there is 
equal concern today. 

"It took a long time for the 
town to recover from losing 
Filene's,". Winchester Town 
Manager Chad Maurer said. On 
losing Woolworth, he added, 
"Anytime you have a big busi- 
ness that's a major part of your 
commercial area leaving, it's a 
big problem." 

However, Maurer believes 
Winchester Center is diverse 
enough so that it can survive the 
loss. He said that in his eight 
years as town manager there 
have been "major adjustments 
and quite a bit of turnover" in 
the downtown area

"There are a lot of spe- 
cialty shops. I don't know how 
(Woolworth) relates to them.” 

As for filling the vacancy, 
Woolworth isn't commenting, 
and Maurer said "It could be 
right away or it could take a lit- 
tle bit of time." 

Winchester Chamber of 
Commerce President Kathy 
Alexander said her group has 
been passing on inquiries to 
landlord Larry Murray, a local 
attorney and Chamber member. 

"The Chamber of Commerce 
is very, very concerned with the 
amount of space there," 
Alexander said. 

She added that there are two 
more years remaining on the 
current lease, so the possibility 
exists that a Woolworth Corp. 
affiliate, such as Kinney Shoes, 
may move in. But at this point, 
nothing is definite. 

If Alicia Greco, owner of 
Winchester Card and Gift 
Hallmark next door to 
Woolworth, has her way she'd 
fill the vacancy with another 
specialty shop. 

"We need something that is 
definitely a shop or store, not a 
restaurant," she said. "With that 
space, who knows, maybe the 
town could become even better." 
Greco like many other people, is 
sad to see Woolworth go, but 
said the departure "won't put a 
big dent" in other downtown 
businesses, 

Winchester resident Ellen 
Stone was not as convinced. 

"It did bring in more people 
than you would have thought,” 
Stone said. "You'd be surprised. 
We have people who take the bus 
in from Woburn and Medford. 
They'd go to Woolworth, then (to 
a specialty shop), and then go 
get something to eat. We're all 
sad to see it go." 

Perhaps not quite as sad is 
the Woolworth Corporation, 
which in October outlined the 
losses Woolworth and its other 
shops were incurring. The stores 
to be closed incurred $36 million 
of operating losses during the 
first half of 1993. 

Woolworth Corp. Chairman 
and CEO William Lavin said, 
"The continuation of unfavor- 
able economic conditions in the 
United States and Canada, along 
with increased competitive pres- 
sures affecting customers' shop- 
ping habits and the generally 
depressed consumer spending 
environment, have led us to 
accelerate our closings. 

"In addition," Lavin contin- 
ued, "lackluster back-to-school 
sales, coupled with mounting 
losses, are expected to cause 
third quarter earnings to fall 
well below those of last year.” 

Business is business, so 
Winchester loses out on one of 
its landmarks. For longtime 


employee Cefalo, it means no 
more of doing what she enjoyed 
for 30 plus years. 

"I really like doing that type 
of work," Sarah said. "I'm sorry 
it's going. But it had to come 
sooner or later." So is it on to 
another shop for Sarah, come 
February, when Woolworth is 
slated to close? 


"No, that's it," she said. "I'm 
in there too long. I've been 
through 17 managers. I've stuck 
it out. You get set in your ways, 
I just tried to go out of my way a 
little bit. It won't be the same." 

It's that attitude that brought 
people in to Woolworth and kept 
them coming back for so many 
years. Sarah is right, it won't be 
the same,

accumulate. Rinse by splashing 
on tepid water 10 to 15 times, 
then pat, don't rub, dry.” 

Since skin needs time to 
"breathe," the best time to do 
the cleansing is in the early 
morning, then wait to apply 
nighttime moisturizer just 
before going to bed, says Dr. 

Some skin care 
experts recommend misting skin 
lightly with water before apply- 
ing lotion or cream to help keep 
moisture levels high.

"The moisturizer should be easi- 
ly and quickly absorbed into the 
skin, rather than left lying on 
the surface and clogging pores," 
says Dr. Finkemp. 

"Replenishing the skin at 
night doesn't mean glopping on 
heavy layers of goopy stuff. It's 
simply taking advantage of a 
special opportunity to give the 
skin what it needs to help 
rebuild its own protective barri- 
er ~ a barrier which has been 
assaulted during the day by 
exposure to sun, wind and pollu- 
tion."

“The Dinosaurs of Jurassic 
Park," perhaps the greatest spe- 
cial effects creations ever 
hatched in Hollywood, have 
escaped from the captivity of 
the silver screen and are now 
being presented by The 
Dinosaur Society in a dramatic 
three-month appearance at 
Boston's Museum of Science. 

From the triple-horned 
Triceratops to the razor-sharp 
clawed Velociraptor to the long- 
necked Brachiosauras (a "veg- 
gie-saurus"), the dinosaurs that 
chilled millions of moviegoers 
this summer in theaters will be 
on display at the Museum of 
Science's 12,000 sq. ft. exhibit. 

The dinosaurs - life-size sta- 
tionary models - are the feature 
attraction in "The Dinosaurs of 
Jurassic Park" exhibit that also 
highlights ancient fossils and 
casts along with props from the 
movie. 

According to Museum of 
Science President and Director, 
David W. Ellis, "This exhibit is 
not merely a celebration of the 
staggeringly popular movie. The 
Museum of Science's and The 
Dinosaurs Society's educational 
goal is to distinguish between 
science and fantasy in the field 
of paleontology, illustrating suc- 
cinctly where the makers of 
Jurassic Park ‘took’ artistic 
license with scientific knowledge 
for dramatic effect." 

"The Dinosaurs of Jurassic 
Park" exhibit - which runs 


through Sunday, January 9, - is 
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Jurassic Park dinosaurs at Science Museum 


divided into three parts: 1) 
Props from the movie; 2) 
Reconstructions of eight of the 
dinosaurs depicted in the movie; 
3) The fossil evidence, including 
specimens of insects trapped in 
ancient amber. 

In the initial section, a 10- 
minute video prepares visitors 
to distinguish between science 
and Spielberg. Weapons, gadgets 
and set models used in the 
movie are displayed, including a 
hatchery and a baby "raptor" in 
an incubator. There are also sto- 
ryboards and artists' drawings 
illustrating the conception of the 
dinosaurs. 

Then, visitors enter a recre- 
ation of Jurassic Park - a lush, 
jungle world with painted back- 
drops, preserved genuine tropi- 
cal plants, jungle sounds and the 
most realistic, full-sized 
dinosaurs ever made. 

There are eight dinosaurs on 
display, all depicted in actual 
scenes from the movie. There is 
the sick Triceratops, with her 
teary-eyed baby nearby, and an 
elegant, long-legged Gallimimus. 
A vicious Velociraptor, contrast- 
ed by the tiniest dinosaurs, the 
Composognathus. The poison- 
spitting Dilophosaurus is a men- 
acing sight along with the rangy 
Brachiosaurus, protruding into 
the treetops. 

A second Velociraptor and 
the tail of the terrifying T. rex 
conclude the recreations. Each 
model is accompanied by appro- 
priate video footage from the 


movie showing the particular 
creation in action. 

Another feature of the exhibit 
is the dramatic skeletal recon- 
struction of an Alamosaurus and 
Tyrannosaurus rex, recreated 
from the visitor's center in the 
film. The exhibit concludes with 
"The Evidence," which incudes 
genuine dinosaur eggs, a 
Velociraptor claw and skull 
replicas that visitors can handle, 
and an interactive section where 
visitors can incorporate all they 
know and have learned about 
dinosaurs. 

Admission for "The Dinosaurs 
of Jurassic Park" is $11 adults; 
$8 children (3-14) and seniors 
(65+), and will include the visi- 
tor's choice of admission to 
either an Omni, Planetarium or 
Laser Show, or Exhibit Halls 
(theater times based on avail- 
ability). "The Dinosaurs of 


Jurassic Park" will be open 9-5 
Monday through Thursday; 9-9 
on Friday through Sunday. 
Timed tickets are required on 
weekends, holidays and during 
school vacations, Advance reser- 
vations with a credit card are 
strongly recommended.
